24 AMENDMENTS 
The senators tacked 24 amend­ 
ments on the imp lied consent 
bill. It requ ires that a motorist, 
as a condition of g etting a driv ­ 
ers license, ag ree to take a 
chemical test of blood, breath or 
u rine to determine p resence of 
alcohol. 
Refu sal to take the test cou ld 
be admitted in cou rt as ev i­ 
dence and the arrested su sp ect 
wou ld lose his license if he re­ 
fu sed the test. 
The liqu or bill was amended 
to ap p ly only to licensed estab­ 
lishments in which g ross re­ 
ceip ts deriv ed from sale of food 
or other g oods and serv ices ex ­ 
ceed 50 p er cent of the total 
g ross receip ts. 
Cou nty boards of su p erv isors 
wou ld be allowed to v ote on 
Su nday sales within 60 day s aft­ 
er the hill took effect.

DETROIT (AP) — Police sa id 
a sex dev iate strang led and mo­ 
lested two y ou ng sisters as they 
walked throu g h a field toward 
their su bu rban Westland Imme 
Friday . 
The killer—p olice theorized it 
was one man — left the cru m­ 
p led, blood-sp attered boddies of 
6-y ear-old Kimberly Faith Crow- 
ther and her 8 -y ear-old sister 
Deborah Lou ise in the field only 
300 y ards from their home. 
A horror-stricken, 16-y ear-old 
boy discov ered the bodies and 
thou g ht at first that “They 
looked like dolls. 
“That’s what I thou g ht they 
were at first,” said Allan Mc- 
Anally who fou nd the bodies in 
a thicket while ou t walking his 
dog , Pu dg ie. “Then I saw the 
blood.” 
Police Chief Garri« )n Clay ton 
said he was holding a man for 
qu estioning . The su sp ect was so 
dru nk that he cou ld not sp eak 
coherently , Clay ton said. 
HID IN BUSHES 
Clay ton said the attacker may 
hav e been drinking becau se a 
six -p ack of beer cans was fou nd 
behind bu shes abou t 50 feet 
from a footp ath across the field. 
Police said the assailant ap p ar­ 
ently lu rked behind the bu shes. 
The v ictims were the children 
of

Josep h 
Crowthep . 
Clay ton said the g irls had 
been sex u ally assau lted. Both 
bodies were nu de. 
They were killed while walk­ 
ing home from Stottlemy er Ele­ 
mentary School where Kimberly 
was a first g rader and Deborah 
was in the third g rade. The 
school is only a block away ftx >m 
the slay ing scene. 
Clay ton said the children had 
walked abou t a qu arter of the 
way across the field when they 
were seized and srtang led, ap ­ 
p arently with one of their own 
stocking s. 
Westland p olice said they had 
receiv ed a comp laint of a man 
try ing to p ick u p children near 
the school. Children had been 
warned by teachers Friday to 
beware of strang ers in the 
neig hborhood. 
Deborah and Kimberly also 
had been cau tioned abou t cu t­ 
ting throu g h the emp ty field by 
their mother, a neig hbor said. 
“She alway s made them follow 
the street,” said Mrs. Dorothy 
Tay lor, the children’s g rand­ 
mother. “Bu t for the last few 
day s they cou ldn’t. There’s con­ 
stru ction work on Marqu ette 
Street and so the children had 
to cross the field.” 
Mrs. Crowther went looking 
for the children when they failed 
to retu rn from school. 
Peop le standing 
abou t the 
mu rder scene tu rned her away 
before she cou ld see the bodies. 
Her hu sband later identified the 
v ictims. 
Police said no one in the 
neig hborhood rep orted hearing 
any ou tcry , althou g h sev eral 
p ersons were working on lawns 
and g ardens at the time of the 
slay ing s, 
WAVE OF TERROR 
Westland, a new city incorp or­ 
ated from p art of Nankin Town­ 
ship , was tu rned into near hy s­ 
teria a y ear ag o when rep orts 
of p rowlers and child molesters 
set off a wav e of terror. 
A g rou p of women marched to 
the Way ne Cou nty Sheriff’s of­ 
fice, which had p olice ju risdic­ 
tion, demanding more p rotec­ 
tion. The sheriff was flooded by 
requ ests for g u n p ermits. 
Residents left p orch lig hts 
bu rning all nig ht and hardware 
stores rep orted a heav y sale of 
door locks. 
Schools and p arent-teac^r 
g rou p s org anized blocks desig ­ 
nating

homes 
where 
children cou ld g o in case they 
were ap p roached by strang ers. 
After the Crowther g irls’ bod­ 
ies weie fou nd, tracking dog s 
were brou g ht in and fou r men 
were p icked u p for qu estioning 
within a short time.

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As one who battled the departure of the old light house on 
Lake boulevard to no more than a delaying action some ten 
years ago, we probably should not speak in this vein, but we 
do say “amen” to the decision of the Bemen county 
suoervisors to demolish the old court house. 
The board voted, almost to a man, two to be exact, on 
Thursday to pull the old veteran to the ground. 
It has to be cleared with the St. Joseph city commission on 
a legal technicality. 
, 
. 
The city donated the site to the county 72 yem ago on 
condition that it be used as the center of the county 
government. 
. 
This was part of the deal to move the court house from 
Berrien Springs to St. Joseph. 
, 
, 
As long as the county retains the land, probably as a 
parking lot for the time being, the tupervisors' legal 
advisors think this reverter clause will not come into play. 
Simply to be certain, however, the county fathers will ask 
the city fathers for a quit claim on the reverter before 
spending any money to pull down the structure. 
Urban Renewal will pay three-quarters of the estim a^ 
$10,000 wrecking charge, and the county picks up th# 
balance. 
Older people, particularly those inclined to historical loro 
do not approve of the decision. 
This is to be expected. To an old time resident, smashing 
down the court house is the same as kicking an old and 
faithful dog out the door simply because he can't get around 
like he use to.

Saving the structure, though, is beyond the realities of the 
case.

The building is far from being an architectural gem. 
We’ve asked a number of people, including architects, what 
the style is, and about the best reply seems to be a heap of 
cut stone put together in an age when the brownstone motif 
was at its height.

Speaking of height, the building lost its pnncipÿ 
distinction several years ago. This was the belfry which 
because of its deteriorating condition had to be removed so 
as not to endanger the main structure.

Heating and maintaining the building would be a 
nightmare, and accounts for the reluctance of anyone 
blessed by surplus funds and a love of history to acquire the 
property as a museum or similar purpose. 
The supervisors likewise came around to same economic 
conclusion when evaluating the possibility of holding the 
building for additional space demands that may arise in the 
future.

The single disagreement with the county board is purely 
one of passing interest on behalf of the younger reader who 
may lack for a reasonably close hand knowledge of what 
took place around here in the old days.

The building exerted the same inflammatory effect upon

Benton Harbor and St. Joe weren’t speaking to one 
another in those days, but they or at least their lawyers did 
concur on one point. It was too far and too tiresome to 
traipse over muddy or dusty country roads, depending on 
climatic conditions, to Berrien Springs to do legal business. 
Berrien was the county seat then and had been for 
generations, from the time Berrien county was first carved 
out of Kalamazoo county.

This touched off a replay of the Civil War, replete with all 
equipment except guns and bayonets. 
The maneuver of St. Joseph and Benton Harbor to swipe 
the court house from Berrien Springs led to a special 
election in 1894.

The Niles and Buchanan people reacted violently and for 
practical purposes Berrien Springs became a méridien which 
the map makers never contemplated.

Just as Napoleon remarked about God being on the side of 
him with the heavier battalions, the Twin Cities and their 
neighboring townships had more votes than the area from 
Berrien Springs south. 
St. Joe became the county seat. 
The brownstone court house was erected in the following 
year. 
This, dear young reader, was the genesis of that “north 
end, south end” phrase which is yet tossed about whenever 
county affairs are mentioned.

It explains the rivalry between the Niles and St. Joseph 
high schools, and it is still a fulcrum in political 
considerations.

Soon the old building will be one less shadow of that past. 
More likely, however, it will take another generation or so 
to foreclose north and south as a local delineator. 
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In the highly developed areas of thè world, that part of 
the twentieth century which hiw expired has been the most 
revolutionary period in the history of man. But in the 
lexicon of the sideshow barker, “you ain’t seen nothing yet.” 
Perhaps it is a bit risky to predict what historians of the 
next century will say when they close the records of this 
one, such is the dizzying pace of scientific and technological 
developments. At today’s pace more technological changes of 
a revolutionary import occur in one decade than in the 
previous century.

If there is one common denominator behind much of the 
change now under way, and, predictably, yet to come, it is 
the lowly digit. Numbers have become not only a way of life 
in human pursuits, but idmost a fetish to modern 
civilization. 
With all the emphasis today on numbers as identification 
symbols, the outlook is for more of the same in the years to 
come. Income tax reports, social security records, driving 
licenses, bank accounts, credit cards and dozens of other 
frequently used services require individual identification 
numbers for the routine transaction of business. 
A single individual may have dozens of numbers assigned 
to him, if one takes into account such records as employe 
payroll lists and department store charge accounts. From 
the beginning of wide proliferation of numbers as the easiest 
method of compiling multitudinous records, there have been 
suggestions that some method be devised for assigning one 
master number to each individual, which he could use for all 
purposes throughout his life. 
For more than a year, a committee of the American 
Bankers Association has been studying the possibilities of a 
single number system and acceptance of the concept by all 
governmental and private users of identification digits. The 
committee’s released survey reveals that of 244 organiza­ 
tions queried, 83 per cent thought a single identification 
number would be helpful in their routine transactions. 
With that and similar findings to bolster the argument 
the ABA might be able to begin a campaign for a single 
identification system. If such a system is ever achieved, the 
already widely used sociid security number seems the logical 
candidate for the granddaddy of numbers.

WASHINGTON — Economists 
who take Um pulse of national 
business activity seem to be 
evenly divided about what lies 
ahead, whether business will re­ 
sume its normal upward pact 
or decline further into a reces­ 
sion. As could be expected, 
most of the economists who 
belive in the upswing theory are 
employes of the federal govern­ 
ment, while most figuring on a 
recession are employed by the 
business community. 
To observers, the division is 
more than a little uncomfort­ 
able. As a general rule, when 
things look dim, government 
eomomista are the last to admit 
it They fear that an honest 
assessment under these condi­ 
tions could acceterate a down­ 
turn. 
The fact that business econ­ 
omists look for a downturn is 
disturbing as well. Business 
executives make their decisions 
in part on the projections of 
their economists. Obviously, if 
these projections point to a 
downturn, business tends to 
trim its sails a bit. This, too, 
can accelerate a downturn. 
In the current situation the 
differing views can be traced to 
a relatively few factors. Tha 
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government ecoiwmists place 
great stress on the outlook for 
federal spending, particularly 
on the Vietnam war. New 
reports in Washington forecast 
1968 fiscal year spending on the 
war as running well ahead of 
present budget estimates. 
There are reports that, in­ 
stead of stabilizing the force in 
Vietnam, President Johnson in­ 
tends to increase the number bv 
50,000 troops. This, together 
with a further intensification of 
the fighting, is what is expected 
to run up federal spending. 
Another factor concerns gov­ 
ernment estimates of the level 
of business activity. Govern­ 
ment takes encouragement from 
what it believes is a leveling oit 
of the recent decline in indus­ 
trial activity. This is believed 
to foretell a resumption of an 
upturn, 
an event seemingly 
confirmed by continuing high 
employment.

In many places all 
over tile, world there is a 
desperate need for protein to 
sustain life. 
Out of these efforts to find a 
protein concentrate has come a 
remarkable bit of information. 
The scientists have found that 
when protein and tbeir end 
products, amino acids, are lack­ 
ing there is a great interference 
with the learning power of 
children. There is now definite 
evidence that shows that the 
mental develf^ment of a grow­ 
ing child depends on the amount 
of protein he eats. 
Dr. Moisés Behar of Guate­ 
mala City spoke at the Ma'^s- 
chusetts Institute of Technology 
and pointed out that protein 
deficiency in childhood affects 
mental growth. Many expert- 
mental studies seem to c(mfirm 
this idea. 
A new brain food, concentrat­ 
ed fish protein, may soon be 
available in tremendous quan- 
ties to meet the needs oí all 
malnourished h u m a n beings 
everywhere. This is probably 
the beginning of the search for 
a food supplement that will 
bring added years of life while 
increasing the intelligence quo­ 
tient (I.Q.) of those privileged

Similarly, if West has four 
spades, south has one, and East 
can easily afford to play the ace 
in order to make the vital club 
shift. 
Even if West has only three 
spades, the ace play does no 
harm. That is because West is 
marked by the opening lead 
with the queen of spades as well 
as the king. (If West originally 
had the K-9-2, he would lead the 
deuce. With the K-Q-2 or the &

AGREE ON SCHEDULE 
The schedule calls for 50 per 
cent tax ation of the disputed 
univ ersity print shop, known 
as hte “ Univ ersity Press;’’ 85 
per cent tax ation of the wood 
products 
shop; 
7 5 per 
cent 
tax ation of the book bindery , 
and 102 per cent tax ation of Hie 
serv ice center, which houses a 
food market, barber sh<^ and 
beauty shop. 
The tax ation is only on land 
and buildings — not merchan­ 
dise, equipment or other per­ 
sonal property — ex cept in the 
case of 
the 
serv ice 
center. 
Inv entory of the serv ice center

Goodbye To The Old 


Courthouse 


As one who battled the departure of the old light house on 


Lake boulevard to no more than a delaying action some ten 
years ago, we probably should not apeak in this vein, but we 
do say "amen" to the decision of the Berrien county 
supervisors to demolish the old court house. 


The board voted, almost to a man, two to be exact, on 


Thursday to pull the old veteran to the ground. 


It has to be cleared with the St. Joseph city commission on 


a legal technicality. 
• 
The city donated the site to the county 72 years ago on 


condition that it be used as the center of the county 
government. 
This was part of the deal to move the court house from 


Berrien Springs to St. Joseph. 


As long as the county retains the land, probably as a 


parking lot for the time being, the supervisors' legal 
advisors think this reverter clause will not come into play. 
Simply to be certain, however, the county fathers will ask 
the city fathers for a quit claim on the reverter before 
spending any money to pull down the structure. 


Urban Renewal will pay three-quarters of the estimated 


$10,000 wrecking charge, and the county picks up the 
balance. 
Older people, particularly those inclined to historical lore 


do not approve of the decision. 


This is to be expected. To an old time resident, smashing 


down the court house is the same as kicking an old and 
faithful dog out the door simply because he can't get around 
like he use to. 


Saving the structure, though, is beyond the realities of the 


case. 
The building is far from being an architectural gem. 


We've asked a number of people, including architects, what 
the style is, and about the best reply seems to be a heap of 
cut stone put together in an age when the brownstone motif 
was at its height. 


Speaking of height, the building lost its 
principal 


distinction several years ago. This was the belfry which 
because of its deteriorating condition had to be removed so 
as not to endanger the main structure. 


Heating and maintaining the building would be a 


nightmare, and accounts for the reluctance of anyone 
blessed by surplus funds and a love of history to acquire the 
property as a museum or similar purpose. 


The supervisors likewise came around to same economic 


conclusion when evaluating the possibility of holding the 
building for additional space demands that may arise in the 
future. 
The single disagreement with the county board is purely 


one of passing interest on behalf of the younger reader who 
may lack for a reasonably close hand knowledge of what 
took place around here in the old days. 


The 
board's 
building committee 
in recommending 


demolition stated the structure has no historical signifi- 
cance. 
This is true today, but 70 years ago, it was a different 


story. 
The building exerted the same inflammatory effect upon 


some people as does a toreador waving his cape before the 
bull. 
. 
. 
Benton Harbor and St. Joe weren't speaking to one 


another in those days, but they or at least their lawyers did 
concur on one point. It was too far and 'too tiresome to 
traipse over muddy or dusty country roads, depending on 
climatic conditions, to Berrien Springs to do legal business. 


Berrien was the county seat then and had been for 


generations, from the time Berrien county was first carved 
out of Kalamazoo county. 


This touched off a replay of the Civil War, replete with all 


equipment except guns and bayonets. 


The maneuver of St. Joseph and Benton Harbor to swipe 


the court house from Berrien Springs led to a special 
election in 1894. 


The Niles, and Buchanan people reacted violently and for 


practical purposes Berrien Springs became a meridien which 
the map makers never contemplated. 
Just as Napoleon remarked about God being on the side of 


him with the heavier battalions, the Twin Cities and their 
neighboring townships had more votes than the area from 
Berrien Springs south. 


St. Joe became the county seat. 
The brownstone court house was erected in the following 


year. 


This, dear young reader, was the genesis of that "north 


end, south end" phrase which is yet tossed about whenever 
county affairs are mentioned. 


It explains the rivalry between the Niles and St. Joseph 


high schools, and it is still a fulcrum in political 
considerations. 


Soon the old building will be one less shadow of that past. 
More likely, however, it will take another generation or so 


to foreclose north and south as a local delineator. 


Human 'Statistics9 


In the highly developed areas of the world, that part of 


the twentieth century which has expired has been the most 
revolutionary period in the history of man. But in the 
lexicon of the sideshow barker; "you ain't seen nothing yet." 


Perhaps it is a bit risky to predict what historians of the 


next century will say when they close the records of this 
one, such is the dizzying pace of scientific and technological 
developments. At today's pace more technological changes of 
a revolutionary import occur in one decade than in the 
previous century. 


If there is one common denominator behind much of the 


change now under way, and, predictably, yet to come, it ia 
the lowly digit. Numbers have become not only a way of life 
in human pursuits, but almost a fetish to modern 
civilization. 


With all the emphasis today on numbers as identification 


symbols, the outlook is for more of the same in the years to 
come. Income tax reports, social security records, driving 
licenses, bank accounts, credit cards and dozens of other 
frequently used services require individual identification 
numbers for the routine transaction of business. 


A single individual may have dozens of numbers assigned 


to him, if one takes into account such records as employe 
payroll lists and department store charge accounts. From 
the beginning of wide proliferation of numbers as the easiest 
method of compiling multitudinous records, there have been 
suggestions that some method be devised for assigning one 
master number to each individual, which he could use for all 
purposes throughout his life. 


For more than a year, a committee of the American 


Bankers Association has been studying the possibilities of a 
single number system and acceptance of'the concept by all 
governmental and private users of identification digits. The 
committee's released survey reveals that of 244 organiza- 
tions queried, 83 per cent thought a single identification 
number would be helpful in their routine transactions. 


With that and similar findings to bolster the argument 


the ABA might be able to begin a campaign for a single 
identification system. If such a system is ever achieved, the 
already widely used social security number seems the logical 
candidate for the granddaddy of numbers.

WASHINGTON — Economists 


who take the pulse of national 
business activity seem to be 
evenly divided about what lies 
ahead, whether business will re- 
sume its normal upward pace 
or decline further into a reces- 
sion. As could be expected, 
most of the economists who 
belive in the upswing theory are 
employes of the federal govern- 
ment, while most figuring on a 
recession are employed by the 
business community. 


To observers, the division is 


more than a little uncomfort- 
able. As a general rule, when 
things look dim, government 
economists are the last to admit 
It. They fear that an honest 
assessment under these condi- 
tions could accelerate a down- 
turn. 


The fact that business econ- 


omists look for a downturn is 
disturbing as 
well. 
Business 


executives make their decisions 
in part on the projections of 
their economists. Obviously, if 
these projections point to a 
downturn, 
business 
tends 
to 


trim Its sails a bit. This, too, 
can accelerate a downturn. 


In the current situation the 


differing views can be traced to 
a relatively few factors. The 
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government 
economists place 


great stress on the outlook for 
federal spending, particularly 
on 
the 
Vietnam war. New 


reports in Washington forecast 
1968 fiscal year spending on the 
war as running well ahead of 
present budget estimates. 


There are reports that, in- 


stead of stabilizing the force in 
Vietnam, President Johnson in- 
tends to increase the number by 
50,000 troops. 
This, 
together 


with a further intensification of 
the fighting, is what is expected 
to run up federal spending. 


Another factor concerns gov- 


ernment estimates of the level 
of .business activity. Govern- 
ment takes encouragement from 
what It believes is a leveling off 
of the recent decline in indus- 
trial activity. This is believed 
to foretell a resumption of an 
upturn, 
an 
event 
seemingly 


confirmed by conlinuing high 
employment.

protein concentrate has come a 
remarkable bit of information.

There is now definite 
evidence that shows that the 
mental development of a grow- 
ing child depends on the amount 
of protein he eats. 


Dr. Moises Behar of Guate-

game. You have to take time 
out occasionally to think. To 
play mechanically and without 
thought is hound to lead to poor 
results. 


Take this hand where South 


got a five diamonds doubled. 
West led the king of spades and 
continued with a spade which 
declarer ruffed. After forcing 
out the ace of trumps, South 
had an easy time making eleven 
tricks; his club loser went on 
dummy's fourth heart. 


But the contract should have 


gone down one. East should 
have overtaken the spade king 


with the ace and led the king of 
clubs. Had he done this, South 
would have been defeated, for 
he would have had no way of 
avoiding the club loser. 


Actually,

difficult play to make. The only 
thing hard about the play is to 
overcome the natural reluctance 
to waste an ace on partner's 
king. 


However, 
a 
little thought 


should convince East that the 
right play is to overtake the 
king. There are a 
sufficient 


number of clues to be gathered 
from the bidding, the opening 
lead and the appearance of 
dummy's hearts to persuade 
East of the need for a prompt 
shift to clubs. 


West's spade raise must have 


been made with either three, 
four or five spades. If West has 
iive spades, no harm can come 
from playing the ace, since 
declarer is void of the suit. 


Similarly, if West has four 


spades, south has one, and East 
can easily afford to play the ace 
in order to make the vital club 
shift. 


Even if West has only three 


spades, the ace play does no 
harm. That is because West is 
marked by the opening lead 
with the queen of spades as well 
as the king. (If West originally 
had the K-9-2, he would lead the 
deuce. With the K-Q-2 or the K- 
Q-9-2, he would lead the king.) 


All signs point clearly in on* 


direction. East must overtake 
the king with the ace.
